What experiences good /bad have you had from working within the diy scene? 


Lots of good, like making friends all over the place. Going to the Warzone In Belfast. 
Smuggling sound equipment out of school and nicking lights from road works to play gigs 
Inside a caravan on a stage made out of fish crates with a load of people going nuts and 


Putting gigs on in Dundee and lots of folk tuming up and dancing. Having a houseful of 

ple after gigs oF staying the week while they played round Scotiand, 

Selling zines at gigs to be able to afford petrol to get home again. Seeing gigs in practice 
rooms, cellars and on a beach. Writing to folk around the world into the same thing, trading 
zines and records. Getting shoddlty recorded demo tapes to review and discovering great 
bands that nobody ever heard. 

Bad, I suppose would be putting on gigs and no one coming. Having 4 band act like rock 
stars at a free gig and refusing to be helpful and then demanding all the money that was 
available from the show including the p.a. money. 

But the good far outweighs the bad and I'l always be involved in DIY. 


What do you think of our local scene here in Dundee? Any favourite bands or gigs 
that you remember fondly! 


I don't really see much of a scene as T view a scene, maybe because I’m an old fart and 
dont get out much and meet all these Young folk at the gigs: There's definitely a fot more 
bands than there were a few years back but that’s not necessarily 4 good thing. Too many 
are just trend followers and wannabe shite. The local bands I like the most are Engage and 


P 

as opposed to contributors, which just reinforces my opinion that It’s all just another form of 
pop music where there is a definite division between performer and audience. On the whole | 
the Dundee scene can be pretty apathetic sometimes with people only going to see their 
friends play and ignoring outside bands. However the last few gigs r've been to have had 

retty good turnouts and there's a much larger potential audience these days so things might 
be on the up. There's been quite a few good gigs in Dundee, any of the Broccolli/ 
Appleorchard/ Hooton3Car/ Chopper ones, Goober Patrol a few times, Ensign a few times, 
Sick Of It All, Dugong/ Torino 74, Engage, Divide, Converge, Good Clean Fun, Leatherface, 
Discount and a load more. 


Both your ep's so far have been released a6 CDRs. What do you think of bands 
releasing material on CDR, do you think It makes it any less ‘official’ than if It 
were pressed at 8 plant? Would you consider releasing stuff on vinyl or ‘proper’ 


COR Is DIY, why bother paying for a pressing plant when you can do It yourself? Especially 
for smaller bands where you can just print them off as you need them. Pressing plants are 
commercial businesses and a socially conditioned requirement to make a release official, bt 


we still feel a release is only real if we shell out a load of money to produce It? T would on! 
consider releasing vinyl or pressing plant CDs if C21 was a full touring band and that wouk 
pasically be for the convenience of bulk production to take on tour. As It Is, i dont see a 
need for a ‘proper’ release.

How well have your releases done? How do you get them distributed? 


I think I've shifted about 100 actual CDs but every song |s available to download on the web 
and there's been 3000+ downloads so it’s hard to build up a picture of how well it’s going as 
there’s no way to tell if it was 3000 individuats downloading 1 song or 200 downloading 15 
songs. Most of the feedback Is positive and It’s great when you get an email from someone 
saying they loved the songs. One guy even said we were like early DC stuff like Faith and 
Void which was a total compliment. 

As for distribution, it’s on the net for free. I occasionally take some to gigs and bug people 
untit they buy one and sometimes send them to distros to do what they want with. 


What plans do you have for Condition 21 in the future? 


Sell out and jump on the next trend, be in Kerrang have videos on mtv2 and tour some 
Stadiums, do an unplugged set, get nominated for the brits, we'll know we've made it when 
our CDs are available in supermarkets. 

Currently working on some new songs for a third release ‘too late for the trend, too early for 
the revival’, basically only vocals to do now. After that there'll be a period of doing nothing 
much followed by some getting annoyed with the state of punk these days and then some 
more songs and repeat ad infinitum...
